This is the first action relating to serial application number 10.674,091 filed 09/30/2003. 
Claims 1-1 1 are allowed.

Reasons for allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to anticipate or render obvious the combination of a system for controlling an 
automatic transmission as set forth in claims land 6, and a method for controlling the 
automatic transmission in claim 7, and most significantly, the system requires providing 
first and second indicated values of the line pressure to control the circuit when the 
transmission oil temperature at engine start is equal to or smaller than a predetermined 
temperature and the second indicated value being provided when the drive range is 
selected, the second d indicated value being provided when it is determined that the 
actual value of the second line pressure is equal to or greater than the predetermined 
value; and when it is determined that the actual value as determined is held for the 
period longer than the low-pressure control set time. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
